Are white school board members attempting to make a 
farce of desegregation?

“I know 
for a fact there are some boys that will opt not to attend 
that school because they cannot compete in an 
interscholastit athletic program, even though they may 
want to work in communications.” 

“When they exclude interscholastic athletics they are 
ate g a certain type of black student to come to that 
school, not a type that will assert himself, but one they 
can control. They're defeating the idea of an alternative 
school. | really don't think they: want success. 

“Why do they say athletes won't be interested in these 
subjects,” Hamiar asked rhetorically.

Another area where the need for a black. perspective 
was overlooked was in the appointment of a policy board 
for recently authorized teacher centers, Hamlar noted. Of 
five people to be appointed to the policy board by the 
superintendent and school board, none of the persons 
recommended by the superintendent were black.

Barron 
acknowledged that the 
ECC board is in 
possession of information 
which “could raise serious 
questions of propriety.” 

The ECCO press release 
stated, in part, that the 
board, at a meeting 
Monday evening, had 
formed a fact-finding com- 
mittee “to review the audit, 
to na whatever recom- 
mendations are Mrrrreeng l 
and to determine if there is 
any money to be 
recovered.” 

When asked to clarify 
the last part of that 
statement regarding 
“money to..be-recovered,” 
Barron said: 

“There appear to be 
implications which could 
raise serious questions of 
propriety and the auditors 
(Price-Waterhouse & Co.) 
are pursuing them. There 
is nothing definite at this 
time, and there will be no 
definite conclusions 
reached until the audit is 
completed.” 

The audit, which is being 
conducted by Price- 
Waterhouse under 
contract to the city, covers 
the period from July 31, 
1976, through July 31, 
1977. The firm notified City 
Aufitor Hugh Dorrian 
almost three weeks ago 
that... they were having 
problems ‘finding 
adequate documentation 
to support various 
expenditures throughout 
the agency," ~Dorrian 
reported. 

At that time, = an 
emergency ordinance to 
extend a revenue sharing 
contract with the health 
center was already on the 
City Council agenda. 

The ordinance, which 
would have authorized 
extending the contract 
through June 3 at a cost of 
$58,333, was voluntarily 
withdrawn by the 
administration when the 
audit difficulties came to 
light. 

A spokesman for Dorrian 
said Tuesday the city 
auditor will have no public 
comment to make until the 
Price-Watérhouse final 
audit report is delivered. 

The spokesman said he 
expected the report could 
be delivered as early as 
Tuesday of next week. 
After Dorrian has had a 
chance to study the report, 
he will make specific 
recommendations as to 
whether the city should 
continue. to..direct. Federal 
Funds to the agency and 
under what conditions, 

Meanwhile, the board 
and administrative staff of 
the health center are 
moving swiftly to isolate 
the problem areas and to 
effectuate sdlutions.

1928. He was born in 
Marianna,: Fla., in 1865. 

John Mitchell, Jr.. was 
editor-publisher of the 
Richmond Planet which he 
took over in 1884 and 
made into a powerful force 
in the southeastern part of 
the United States. 
Although threatened many 
times, he crusaded 
vigorously against lyn- 
ching. He —was-—vice 
oresident of the National 
Black Press Association 
and was elected to the 
Richmond City Council in 
1688. His paper merged 
with tke Richmond Afro- 
American in’ 1938. He was 
born near Richmond in 
1863. 

John M. Murphy, Sr., 
bought a Sunday School 
journal with a $200 loan 
from his wife in 1892 and 
converted it into the 
Baltimore Afro-American 
which has developed a 
chain that dominates the 
Atlantic Seaboard from 
New Jersey to the 
Carolinas. Even during this 
lifetime, the” Afro became 
the major black newspaper 
east of the Appalachian 
and had a staff of 138. He 
was born a slave in 1840 
and died in 1922. 

Christopher J: Perry, Sr., 
created the oldest con- 
tinuously published and 
commercial black 
newspaper in America, the 
Philadelphia Tribune 
which he founded in 1684 
and served as its editor- 
publisher until his death in 
1921. The 94-year-old 
Tribune continues to ®e 
one of the most widely clr- 
culated black newspapers 
in the East and is one of 
six black semi-weeklies in 
the country. Perry. was 
born in Baltimore in 1854. 

Last year the first five 
publishers were enshrined 
in the Black Press Gallery 
for the 1827-65 era. They 
were: The. Rev. Samuel E. 
Cornish and John B. 
Russwurm, 
Journal, the first black 
newspaper in the US.;

Not since the New Deal have Black 
American's employment opportunities 
needed more support for Congressional 
action. The Employment Act of 1946, 
which required the federal government 
“to promote maximum employment, 
production and purchasing power," is in 
need of rekindling rapidly for Black 
America's future. A University —of 
Michigan survey sees serious obstacles 
cn the career ladder for young Black 
Americans. 

Thé popular misconception that whites 
are in trouble (because of the affirmative 
actidn) just ain’t necessarily so, 
according to Saul Hoffman of the 
University of Delaware who worked on 
the Michigan study. 

Professor Hoffman said the “astonish- 
ingly high" unemployment. rate. among 
blacks between 20 and 29, contributing 
to an income ‘gap, is caused by race 
discrimination and the fact that blacks 
are more likely than whites to wind up in 
dead end jobs.

Federal 
Reserve Board for the first time to 
adhere, at leas: publicly, to the economic 
targets established by congressional 
budget resolutions and the ad- 
ministration, Perhaps the most important 
provision is one which commits the 
government to begin structural job 
programs specifically for the hard-core 
unemployed. , 

The Labor Department's analysts have 
said that the revised Humphrey-Hawkins 
Bill would require nothing the Ad- 
ministration is not currently doing or 
planning in. the short term. The added 
public service jobs to aid the struc- 
turally unemployed are included in the 
proposed welfare reform legislation and 
CETA revisions; and tax cuts of ap- 
proximately $25 million, designed to off— 
set the impact of inflation, are also plan- 
ned. However, neither of these measures 
could guarantee a 4 percent jobless rate. 

The bill's drawbacks, and the un- 
deniable observation that the revised 
proposal cannot achieve a substantial 
reduction in unemployment, does not 
necessarily preclude endorsement and 
continued support. It is expected that, in 
the wake of sympathy for the late Senator 
Humphrey and with the aid of the recent 
Presidential endorsement, the bill will 
pass Congress early in 1978. 

The prime importance of the measure 
is not as a practical tool, but as a 
political document signifying a national 
commitment to lowered unemployment.

Growth Act of 1977 endorsed by 
President James Ear| Carter,. Jr. is too 
little and too late as written: The Plains 
people are properly concerned about the 
potentially inflationary “prevailing wage” 
of the earlier Humphrey-Hawkins draft.

In coming to Cleveland, Mr. Left- 
wich comes into a situation muddled 
by judicial ineptness, lack of com- 
munity input and, what has appeared 
at times to be, an obv ffort to be 
punitive against ‘schooF board of- 
ficials. 

School desegregation is not a new 
issue. It is as old as public school 


__ education itself. However, since 1954 


when the United States Supreme 
Court handed down its historic 
decision, public school 
desegregation has come to the fore 
as one of the biggest, most vexing 
problems. our cities have ever faced. 

For two years now, Cleveland has 
been faced with the problem of 
swallowing Judge Battisti'’s 
desegregation orders without suf- 
fering from indigestion. 

Carrying out Judge Battisti’s or- 
ders and getting them implemented 
with the cooperation of the people of 
Cleveland and, at the same time, 
providing quality education for the 
public school children of Cleveland, 
is the responsibility of Mr. Leftwich. 
This, of course is no small assign- 
ment. 

‘That Mr. Leftwich is a Negro, is of 
no ‘special consequence except that 
it places the responsibility for the 
success or failure of school 
desegregation in Cleveland on the 
shoulders of Black people. :

Rhodesian 


One of the oldest and most effective 
devices used by the white. man against 
black empowerment is to “divide and 
conquer." In various forms throughout 
history its effectiveness has stood the 
test of time. 

In the early days of slavery in the 
United States, the most astute slave 
owners were extremely careful never to 
assemble on any single plantation too 
many slaves from the same tribes. Taking 
advantage of the tribat-enmities that-has 
dark continent, a 
calculated_mixture of captives from 
various tribes, almost guaranteed against 
possible slave rebellions, even allowing 
for a few instances when either “bad 
slaves" or bad judgment on the part of 
the masters, broke the pattern. 

Another device was to divide house 
slaves and field slaves into two different 
groups, with the house slaves enjoying a 
miniscule sense of superiority over the 
field hands, th6 mulatto offspring of 
master and siave enjoying an even 
greater sense, often developing into 
opportunities for education’ “up north” 
where the “family connection” would not 
be publicized. In some instances, 
however, white slave owners established 
‘two separate families around a white wife 
and a black one, and shamelessly 
acknowledged the parenthood of their 


oraprnd. 

ince the emancipation of the slaves, 
Americans have not been as effective in 
the “divide and conquer" strategy, but it 
still works well when subtly applied, 
by, for example, bringing certain blacks 
into the establishment, naming them to 
important peers boards and 
committees and when right “brother” 


is discovered, actually letting him share a

Rhodes Uses Black Slogan 

Gov: James-A.-Rhodes. took .a verse from the civil 
rights movement ledger last week when he announ- 
ced his candidacy for the Republican gubernatorial 
nomination at the June 6 primary election. 

The three term governor was. discussing his 
program to grant tax incentive to industry to stimulate 
employment in Ohio's hardoressed inner cities when 
he agreed that “Black is Beautiful” but said: “Green 
is Powertul.” . 

His thought-provoking appendage to the “Black is 
Beautiful” slogan, a byword among young blacks 
during the 1960's, in simple terms, meant that blacks 
want money in their pockets, too. 

He then echoed a theme currently sung by blacks 
throughout the country, saying that the federal gover- 
nment estimates 50 percent of the young blacks can- 
not find work. His own estimate is that it’s closer to 75 
percent. 

Rhodes, as he has been arguing for the past several 
years, maintains that the only solution to the unem- 
ployment problems in the inner-cities is tax abatement 
or tax incentive programs, both for new industry and 
old industry that must replace equipment. 

The 68 year old chief executive whose tax incentive 
plan is tied up in the Democratic controlled 
legislature, was obviously referring to S.B. 208 now in 
the Senate Ways and Means Committee when he 
predicted it will be eventually enacted into law. 

Rhodes, who has since selected Cuyahoga County 
Commissioner George Voinoyich to run.with him as 
Lt. Governor, has picked up support for the bill from a 
powerful group of Ohio ministers. Led by Rev. MJ. 
Mitchell, minister of Pilgrim Baptist Church here, the 
group, representing 600 Ohio Churches, met at his 
church last Friday and pledged an all-out drive for 
passage of the bill. : 

The measure, sponsored by Senators William 
Bowen, Cincinnati and M. Morris Jackson of 
Cleveland, was introduced early last spring. Senator 
Robert O'Shaughnessy. (D-Columbus), side tracked 
the bill by referring it to a sub-committee which held it 
firmly in its grasp for several months. With several 
amendments attached, the proposal has been retur- 
ned to the Ways and Means Committee. 

O'Shaughnessy, who is up for reelection this year. 
represents the 15th district in which six of the wards 
cover the largest black vote in the city. 

Inthe 1974 election—these.six .wards gave 
O'Shaughnessy 10,000 of the 28,000 votes he received 
in defeating: Republican Keith McNamara who polled 
18,000 ballots. if O'Shaughnessy continues to pigeon- 
hole this bill, he can expect to feel heavy pressure 
from his black—constituencies,.the black ministers 
stressed. 

The clergymen also indicated that Senators 
Jackson and Bowen will be encouraged to use their 
legislative muscle to get the bill moving. They noted 
that the two black senators and 10 black represen- 


tatives, all Democrats, have the power to see to it . 
that S.B. 208 is passed and sent to Gov. Rhodes to . 


be signed into law. :

This trend goes well beyond the traditional griping 
about Washington, politicians, or public servants that 
has always been with us.

“Government cannot solve our problems. It cannot 
set our goals, define our vision, eliminaté poverty or 
reduce inflation.”: 

Because 
government can do precisely those things: it can 
solve problems of a public and national scope; it can - 
- and should — set national goals; it can define our 
vision of the future; it can eliminate poverty through 
job and income programs, and it can reduce inflation. 

The very items government is supposed to be 
unable to do are the same ones that only government 
can accomplish. True, it can't do it alone, It needs to 
involve citizens and interest groups and political 
structures in framing policies and solving problems. 
But again, only the federal government can be the 
convener and agent of changes of national scope and 
importance.

ECCO Establishes Reforms 
As City Hall Awaits Audit

The health center's 
money woes came to light 
at the end of February 
when City Auditor Hugh 
Dorrian revealed that a 
city-contracted audit of the 
agency’s books had 
uncovered a number of 
irregularities which Price- 
Waterhouse & Co., the 
auditing firm, said. would 
delay completion of the 
audit 


An emergency ordinance 
authorizing extension of 
ECCO's revenue sharing 
contract with the city was 
to be introduced at the 
Feb. 27 City Council 
The proposed 
was voluntarily 
withdrawn by the 
administration when the 
accounting problems came 
to tight. 

The audit, covering the 
period from July 31, 1976, 
through July 31. 1977, may 
not be completed for at 
least two more weeks, City 
Hall sources revealed late 
last week. / 

Meanwhile, ECCO 
officials and board 
members are moving to 
enact a number of reforms 
designed to streamline the 
agency's accounting 
procedures, tighten up 
fiscal management 
practices, and pay off 
$350,000 in debts, 
including Federal taxes. 

The first overt action 
taken by ECCO Health was 
to dismiss their accounting 
firm, Impact and

‘“It was simply a matter 
of. expansion,”’ Burton 
explained. “They (ECCO) 
want to bring their entire 
accounting system in- 
house because it is getting 
too large.” 

Burton said the 
disengagement was not 
directly related to ECCO's 
current difficulties. ‘No, 
not at all,” Burton’said. “it 
(the disengagement 
decision) had nothing to 
do with that (the City Hall 
problem).”

Conrad said she had not 
seen ECCO Heaith’s full

the question of how the 
health center plans to 
retire its debts, especially 
unpaid Federal Taxes.

on how that money is 
spent.” 

On the administration 
side, Community Services 
Dir.

In a separate interview, 
Welch said she also is 


convinced of the agency’s- 
value~to the community, 
but indicated that she 
could not press for

case, 22 kwh per day. This number can serve as a guide toccompare daily usage and see 
how your conservation efforts are working.

Capital South 
redevelo nt project, “is 
a White Elephant” and will 
costs the city up to $200- 
million over a period of 30 
years," a prominent 
downtown businessman 
charged this week. 

Morrey N. Cohen, 
operater of a clothing store 
at 10 E. Town St., made the 
charges in a CALL & POST 
interview, 

Asserting that the 
Capital South redevelop- 
ment project is ‘The 
Biggest Tax Give Away in 
the History of Columbus,” 
Cohen contends that if the 
Property was renovated, 
millions of dollars in taxes 
would be saved.
